A BOLD CHALLENGE. 


The strange spectacle of the De- 


mocracy having control of one of the 
most importint branches of onr Na- 
tional Government is now presented 
to the people of the United States. 
Experience has proven that such a 
condition of affairs, anamolous as it is 
in'the history of our country, is fur 
better, than exclusively partisan con- since the fire 
trol; provided, the minority act only smouldering 
lor the public good. On the action 
of the present Democratic House of 
Representatives the weal or woe of 
tint party depends. |If they have 
the self control, and their conduct is 
•within bounds, the political situation 
will not be as complicated as at pres- 
ent, for there is a well defined fear 
that having been so long out of office 
the inordinate greed and love of gain 
will Keep them down to the level of 
politicians and partisans, and com- 
pel them to cling to the old adage 
that to the victors belong the •poils. 
Should such fears be overcome then 
the country will give proper credit 
to those who can thus rise above the 
common instincts, where the welfaiA 
of our native land is at stake. But 
the Democracy, now on trial, will 
have courage severely tested at the 
very-outset, for no question has as- 
sumed greater prominence than the 
one now agitating the public heart— 
our schools. And no statesman can 
afford for a single moment to cast it 
on one side. It must be met. And 
now a correspondent says that the 
Republican Senate will throw a bold 
challenge to the Democratic House 
in the form of an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
from 
dividing the school fund. 


Should such prove to be the case, 
and we believe it will be, then will 
be watched with more than ordinary 
interest the action of the Democracy 
upon the question. In either vi«w 
of the rase they will place themselves 
in a very perilous condition, and it is 
impossible to tell just which side of 
the fence they will straddle. Oppo- 
sition to such an amendment will 
give the Republicans a battle cry 
that will stir the country from the 
magnificent lakes of the north, where 
the tall pines of Michigan and Wis- 
consin rival the cedars of Lebanon 
and the oaks of Boshan, to the sunny 
strands of the Mexican Gulf where 
the air is redolent of the odor of or- 
anges and magnolias and fragrant 
with the perfume of a thousand flow- 
ers; from the rock bound coast ami 
And rugged hills of New England to 
the placid and tranquil waters of the 
Pacific. 
Opposition to such an 


amendment would convince the great 
mass of loving citizens that should 
the Democracy regain power, the 
public school system, our pride, 
would be in danger of being swal- 
lowed up by Popes and willing sub- 
jects of religion. On the other hand 
to favor the amendment would alen-i 
ate from them the greater part of 
their party strength, and bring down 
upon them the curse of the Catholic 
Church. We are anxious to see now 
the challenge will be met and how 
the Democrats will extricate them- 
selves from the dilemma in which 
they are unavoidably placed. But 
we hope and trust the amendment, if 
offered, will be adopted, and every 
State in the Union prohibited for- 
ever from dividing the school fund 
for sectarian purposes, thus making 
taxation for the support of sectarian

Fourth—Drive out licensed immor- 


ality, such as polygamy and the im- 
portation of women for illegitimate 
purposes.
